PREAMBLE' AND CONSTITUTION 

Fro nil a long series of experiences, we,c 
the .churches of Jesus Christ, being reg¬ 
ularly baptized upon our profession of ~4 
faith in Jesus Christ, are convinced of the 
necessity-of a combination of churches, in 
order to perpetuate a union and commun¬ 
ion among us, and preserve, maintain and 
keep the rules and orders of an associa¬ 
tion, according to the following p ] an or 
form of government. 

Art. 1. The Association shall be com¬ 
posed of members chosen by the different 
churches, and duly sent to represent in the 
Association, w;ho shall be members whom

Art. 2. In the letters from the different 
churches shall be expressed their full fel- 
lowship, their baptized, restored, received 
by letter, dismissed, excommunicated and 
ead, since the last Association.

The churches shall send mon¬ 
ey by the delegates of each church to pay 
for printing the minutes of the Associa¬

Art. 12. There shall be a record book 
kept wherein the proceedings of every 
Association shall be regularly recorded by 
a Secretary appointed for that purpose. 

Art. 13. The minutes of the Associa¬ 
tion shall be read and corrected, if need 
be, and signed by the Moderator and 
Clerk, before the Association rises. 

AH. 14. Amendments to this form or 
plan of government m)ay be made at any 
time by a majority of the union when they 
deem it necessary. 

Aft. 15. All matters coming before the 
Association shall be decided by the will 
of the majority, except receiving new 
churches and corresponding with other 
Associations, which shall be done by an ;.j 
unanimous vote.

a church, and it shall require two or more 
Ordained Ministers to compose a presby¬ 
tery for that purpose. , 


RULES OF DECORUM 

Art. 1. The Association shall be op¬ 
ened aqd closed with prayer. • 

Art. 2. A Moderator and Clerk shall 
be chosen by the suffrage of the members 
present. 

Art. 3. Only on e member shall Speak 
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at the same time, who shall rise from his 
seat and address the Moderator when he 
is about to make his speech. 

Art. 4. The person thus speaking shall 
not be interrupted in his speech, except 
by the Moderator, till he is done speaking, 
and shad strictly adhere to the subject 
and in no wise reflect on the person who 
has spoken before him or make any re¬ 
marks on his slips and failures and imper¬ 
fections, but sha 1 verily state the cause 
and matter as nearly as he can, so as to 
convey his light and idea. 

Art. 5. No person shall rise and speak 
more than three times on one subject with- 
off or absent himself from the Association 

Art. 6. No person shall abruptly break 
off or absent himsef from the Association 
without liberty obtained from: it. 

Art. 7. No member of the Association 
shad have the liberty of laughing during 
the sitting of same, nor whisper in time of 
pub lie speech. 

Art. 8. No member of the Association 
shah address another by any tit 1 e or ap¬ 
pellation other than that of brother. 

Art. 9. The Moderator shall not inter¬ 
rupt a member till he gives his idea upon 
the subject, except he breaks the rules of 
decorum. 

Art. 10. The names of the members of 
the Association shall be enrolled by the 












clerk and called over as often as the As¬ 
sociation requires. 

Art, 11. The Moderator shall have the 
same privilege of speech as any other mem¬ 
ber, provided the chair be filled, but shall 
have no voice unless the Association be ev¬ 
enly divided. 

Art, 12. Any mbiH|ber who shall' wil¬ 
fully and knowingly break any of the rules 
shall be reproved by the Association as it 
may think proper. 

Art. 13. But three members shall take 
a seat in the Association from each church. 

Alrt. 14. The rules of decorum; shall be 
read by the clerk at the commencement 
of every association. 

ARTICLES OF FAITH 

We, the churches of Jesus Christ of 
United Baptists are constituted of the fol¬

Art. 1. We believe in only one true and 
living God, the Creator of the heaven and 
earth and all things therein contained. 

Art. 2. We believe in Jesus Christ, the 
eternal Son of God, who is Head and King 
of His church. 

Art. 3. We believe in the B]oly Ghost, 
the Sealer and Applier of the redemption 
purchased by Christ. 

Art. 4. We believe in the Father, Son 
and Ho]y Ghost, and these three are One. 
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Ajrt. 5. We believe in the scriptures of 
the Old and New Testament to be the in- 
faffib-e wordbi* God, take it for our on¬ 
ly rule of faith and practice, and nothing 
is to be added or taken from it. 

Art. 6. We believe in the free atone¬ 
ment of Jests' Christ ancf that He tasted"; 
death for every man and woman upon the. 
terms of the gospel. 

Art. 7; We be’ieve that repentance and 
faith in the Lord Jesus Christ are neces¬ 
sary previous to baptism and that immer¬ 
sion is the only right way to administer the 
ordinance. 

Art., 8. We believe that Christ has but 
one true gospel church and that it will fin¬ 
al y persevere through grace to glory.
